Exhibitors  and 
Delegates  Demand 
Return  Engagement 

St.  Joseph’s  Praised 
for  Great  Service  to 
Church  and  Business 

More  than  2,200  pastors,  re¬ 
ligious  superiors,  and  college  offi- 
I  cials  from  33  states,  two  Canadian 
j  provinces,  and  four  foreign  coun- 
I  tries  gathered  in  Chicago,  June  30, 
July  1,  2,  and  3,  at  the  Stevens 
I  Hotel  for  the  first  National  Cath¬ 
olic  Building  Convention  and  Ex- 
j  position.  Architects,  contractors, 

I  and  manufacturers  of  building 
materials,  furnishings  and  equip- 
1  ment  joined  the  administrators  to 
discuss  details  of  the  Catholic 
Church’s  gigantic  building  pro¬ 
gram  which  will  average  about 
one  billion  dollars  a  year  for  the 
:  next  ten  years,  according  to  the 
{  Business  and  Industry  Founda- 
j  tion  of  the  college  of  St.  Joseph’s 
of  Indiana,  sponsor  of  the  con¬ 
vention  and  exposition. 

Cardinal  Stritch  Gives 
Keynote  Address 

In  a  program  keynoted  by 
His  Eminence  Samuel  Cardinal 
Stritch  of  Chicago,  the  adminis¬ 
trators  heard  a  long  list  of  build¬ 
ing  and  allied  industry  authorities 
address  the  convention’s  five  gen¬ 
eral  sessions  which  covered  plan¬ 
ning,  architecture,  construction 
and  materials,  equipment,  and 
the  general  outlook.  Five  major 
panel  sessions  were  also  con¬ 
ducted  covering  remodeling,  the 
I  church,  the  school,  the  institution 
!  and  the  recreation  center. 

In  his  opening  address,  Cardi¬ 
nal  Stritch  commended  St.  Jo¬ 
seph's  of  Indiana  for  its  service 
to  the  church  and  suggested  that 
the  convention  and  exposition  be 
held  again  in  1949.  Cardinal 
Stritch  said  the  need  for  churches, 
schools  and  institutions  was  great¬ 
er  than  ever  and  urged  that  build¬ 
ings  be  kept  simple  yet  combine 
majesty  and  dignity. 

"If  we  are  to  meet  our  needs,” 
the  churchman  continued,  "there 
must  be  simple  churches  which 
shall  not  be  mistaken  for  hangars; 
schools  with  a  dignity  the  factory 
building  does  not  boast,  and  in¬ 
stitutions  which  future  genera- 
i  tions  will  not  liken  to  the  very

Dedication 

His  Eminence,  Samuel  Cardinal  Stritch,  in  his  keynote  address 
at  the  first  National  Catholic  Building  Convention  and  Exposition, 
expressed  the  need  of  this  type  of  meeting  in  the  words,  "We  have 
had  national  Catholic  educational  meetings,  we  have  had  meetings 
in  the  interest  of  other  Catholic  activities,  but  never  concerning  the 
important  area  of  Catholic  building.”  His  Eminence  continued  to 
say  that  a  meeting  of  this  sort  is  so  obviously  needed  that  it  was 
strange  it  had  never  been  attempted  before. 

He  expressed  congratulations  to  St.  Joseph’s  of  Indiana  for  its 
courage  in  sponsoring  the  project  and  expressed  his  conviction  that 
the  assistance  given  by  this  type  of  convention  would  be  invaluable 
to  administrators  of  church  property  and  he  voiced  the  hope  that 
the  project  would  be  repeated  in  his  episcopal  city. 

The  members  of  the  hierarchy  who  had  consented  to  act  as  pre¬ 
siding  officers  at  some  of  the  sessions  of  the  convention  spoke  in 
their  introductions,  in  appreciation,  in  commendation  and  in  praise 
of  the  project.  In  the  course  of  the  convention  and  exposition  a 
questionnaire  was  passed  to  the  delegates  and  to  the  exhibitors  to 
inquire  concerning  the  value  of  the  convention  and  the  advisability 
of  continuing  it  in  the  future.  The  replies  to  the  questionnaires 
were  all  enthusiastic  endorsements  of  the  service  and  of  its  continu¬ 
ance. 

In  the  closing  address  Bishop  Marling,  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  summarized  the  achievements  of  the  convention  and 
spoke  of  its  future.  Having  been  advised  of  the  impressive  commen¬ 
dations  of  the  exhibitors  and  the  delegates,  he  promised  in  the  name 
of  the  sponsors  that  the  convention  would  be  repeated  with  a  pro¬ 
gram  that  would  surpass  that  of  1948.  So  the  convention  just  con¬ 
cluded  becomes  the  first  in  a  series  of  such  meetings. 

St.  Joseph's,  in  sponsoring  the  National  Catholic  Building  Con¬ 
vention  and  Exposition,  has  in  mind  the  value  of  a  public  service  to 
the  church  in  the  United  States,  to  religious  superiors,  to  school 
officers,  to  pastors — to  all,  in  brief,  who  deal  with  Catholic  building 
or  remodeling  problems. 

The  convention  project  is  an  earnest  effort  to  bring  to  adminis¬ 
trators  of  building  funds  the  best  of  architectural  knowledge,  the 
best  of  construction  genius,  the  best  of  advice  on  materials,  on 
equipment,  and  on  furnishing.  The  exposition  is  an  attempt  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  those  who  deal  with  construction  and  furnish¬ 
ings  the  various  types  of  materials  which  may  be  utilized  to  realize 
the  objective  of  which  the  Cardinal  spoke  as  beauty,  efficiency  and 
economy  in  Catholic  edifices. 

St.  Joseph’s  plans  a  continued  service  stretching  over  the  period 
of  time  intervening  between  conventions  by  acting  as  a  clearing 
house  for  inquiries.  These  inquiries  will  be  directed  to  authorities 
in  specified  fields. 

To  beauty,  to  efficiency,  and  to  economy  in  Catholic  buildings 
the  National  Catholic  Building  Convention  and  Exposition  is  dedi¬ 
cated.

Homer  Hoyt,  president  of 
Homer  Hoyt  Associates,  city 
I  planners,  told  delegates  that 
I  churches  and  schools  should  be 
erected  so  residents  needn’t  cross 
heavy  traffic  arteries  to  get  to 
them.  Mr.  Hoyt  covered  the  en¬ 
tire  subject  of  "Understanding 
Community  Growth  and  Need 
Factors  for  Better  and  Longer 
Range  Service”  in  the  planning 
session.  He  was  followed  by  John 
J.  Flad,  architect,  who  outlined 
the  essentials  of  plot  planning  for 
the  Catholic  building  group. 

C.  Theodore  Larson,  associate 
editor,  A rchitectural  Forum,  an¬ 
swered  the  question,  "The  New 
Look,  or  the  Old,  in  Architec¬ 
ture?”  in  an  illustrated  paper 
|  showing  numerous  architectural 
styles  from  all  over  the  world. 
Mr.  Larson  urged  delegates  to 
heed  Cardinal  Stritch’s  advice  in 
making  the  best  use  of  the  newest 
developments  in  design,  materi¬ 
als,  and  architectural  styles. 

Grunsfeld  Urges  Programming 

The  task  of  selecting  and  work¬ 
ing  with  the  architect  was  covered 
by  Ernest  A.  Grunsfeld,  Jr., 
noted  a r c h  i  t e c t -  lec t u r  e  r.  Mr. 
Grunsfeld  emphasized  the  need 
for  programming  construction 
projects.  "Should  There  Be  a 
Diocesan  Planning  Board?”  was 
discussed  by  Rev.  James  E.  Doyle, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Chicago 
Archdiocesan  Planning  Board. 
Father  Doyle  told  delegates  of 
the  difficulties  his  board  is  en¬ 
countering  and  the  steps  they  are 
taking  to  solve  them,  in  the  vast 
Congress  Street  widening  project 
in  Chicago  where  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  worth  of  church  property  is 
involved. 

The  ideal  relationship  between 
the  administrator,  the  architect 
and  the  contractor  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  George  F.  Denniston,  ex¬ 
ecutive  manager,  Eggers  and 
Higgins,  architects.  George  F. 
Hutter,  president,  Hutter  Con¬ 
struction  Co.,  told  delegates  that 
the  materials  shortage  condition 
was  easing  and  that  when  proper 
planning  with  the  architect  and 
the  contractor  is  undertaken, 
building  can  be  achieved  in  rea¬ 
sonable  time. 

In  the  equipment  group,  Miss 
Isabelle  Peterson,  executive  dieti¬ 
tian,  Swift  &  Co.,  presented  an 
illustrated  talk  on  "Planning  or 
Re-Planning  the  Institutional 
Kitchen’’  and  Samuel  R.  Lewis, 
heating  and  ventilating  engineer, 
pointed  the  way  for  the  economi¬ 
cal  and  efficient  heating  and  air 
conditioning  of  Catholic  build¬ 
ings. 

Sisters  representing  three  reli¬ 
gious  orders,  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood,  the  Sisters  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  and  the  Sisters  of 
Mercy,  reviewed  the  sister’s  View¬ 
point.  The  Class  Room’s  design 
and  requirements  were  discussed 
by  Sister  Mary  Grace,  C.  PP.  S.; 
The  Convent  and  College  Build¬ 
ing  was  the  subject  of  Sister  Mary 
Madeleva,  C.S.C.;  and  The  Hos¬ 
pital  was  covered  by  Sister  Mary 
Reginald,  R.S.M.  These  outstand¬ 
ing  women  from  the  Catholic 


educational  and  institutional  field 
were  among  the  best  received 
speakers  at  the  convention. 

"When  Will  Conditions  Be 
Right  for  Building?”  was  an¬ 
swered  by  Kenneth  K.  Stowell, 
editor-in-chief,  Architectural  Rec¬ 
ord.  Mr.  Stowell  said  that  great 
building  programs  had  been  un¬ 
dertaken  by  industry  to  supply 
the  material  needs  of  mankind 
and  urged  Catholic  builders  to 
proceed  at  once  with  their  plans 
because  the  spiritual  needs  are  of 
far  greater  importance. 

C.  L.  Staples,  managing  editor. 
Institutions  Magazine,  in  a  brief 
address,  "Keeping  Pace  With 
America,  Institutions  Build,”  told 
administrators  where  they  could 
secure  building  and  remodeling 
information.  A  booklet  giving  in¬ 
formation  sources  was  distributed 
to  delegates.  The  booklet  was 
especially  prepared  by  Institutions 
for  the  convention. 

In  the  panel  sessions  which 
were  held  Thursday  afternoon, 
July  1,  some  of  the  country’s 
leading  authorities  conducted  in¬ 
tensive  discussion  periods  on  the 
foremost  topics  of  the  day.
